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CHAPTER II. 

Of the Obligation to be fubfcribe d. 

"T^VERY perfon elected a Fellow of the Society, fhall, 
_y before his Adrniffion, fubfcribe the obligation in thefe 
words following : 

We who have hereunto fubfcribed, do hereby promife each for 
himfelf that we will endeavour to promote the good of the Royal 
Society of London for improving natural knowledge, and to 
purfue the ends, for which the fame was founded ; that we will 
be prefent at the meetings of the Society, as often as conveniently 
we can, efpecially at the annlverjary elections, and upon extra- 
ordinary occajions ; and that we will obferve the Statutes and 
Orders of the f aid Society. Provided, that whenfoever any of us 
Jhallfgnlfy to the Prefdent under his hand, that he defreth to 
withdraw from the Society, he Jhajl be free from this Obligation 
for the future. 

And if any perfon elefted (hall refufe to fubfcribe the faid 
Obligation, the election of that perfon (hall be void. 
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
